Following upon the discovery of the 


Japanese patient on South street yes- 
terday afternoon, who is generally re- 
ported as having been an employeof the 
Pantheon stables, was the more Impor- 
tant announcement that the night- 
watchman, J. H. Hartmann, was also 
a plague patient. This is declared an 
absolutely certain case of plague, lack- 
ing most of the usual symptoms except 
the bubo which has been developing 
steadily since yesterday. 


When President Wood closed 
the 


Pantheon saloon and stables Saturday 
afternoon, he obtained a list of the em- 
ployes of both places 
After learning 


the Identity of the Asiatic employees, 
the President asked particulars 
con- 


cerning the two foreigners on the list 
He was told that one, A. Wood, was 
then on the premises. The other, J. 
H. Hartmann, an American, was on the 
sick list, so the manager stated. He 
had not been at the stables the night 
before, but was expected that evening. 


President Wood ascertained that Dr. 


Wayson was attending the man, and in 
company with the physician, he pro- 
ceeded to the bedside of the patient, at 
No. 13 Punchbowl street, commonly 
known as the "old Holt House." Upon 
examination of the man, who seemed 
slightly 111, President 
Wood 
found 


the right femoral gland somewhat 
hardened, but there was nothing sus- 
picious. 
Sunday evening, the gland 


waa a little larger, but the man was 
rational. 
Last evening, in company 


with Drs. Wayson and Taylor, the 
President, 
accompanied 
by health 
guards bearing a stretcher, went to 
the house again and found that the 
glands had swollen and the swelling 
was extending all around the bubo, 
all being very tender. President Wood, 
after consultation with the other physi- 
cians, announced to Mr. Hartmann that 
he was afflicted with plague. The pa- 
tient looked sober for an Instant, and 
then asked when they intended to re- 
move him. He was told instantly, and 
he acquiesced at once. 
After being 


transferred to the hospital, he was in 
splendid spirits and chatted with Arm- 
strong Smith and the nurses 
Beyond 


the presence of the bubo there was 
nothing to 
indir.ite that he was a 


plaguf patient.

lodging-house at the corner of ^outfr 
and Kawaiahao streets, in which; were' 
125 Japanese and a few Spaniards, He 
noticed one of the men making a pla"s- 
;er and asked him what he was gpfng 
:o do with it and received a rep^that 
t was for a friend. Upon asking to see 
this friend, a man was pointed out,, 
who, 
upon examination was found to 


suffering from a moderate fever. 


Mr. Fisher immediately reported the 
matter to the Board of Health, and 
Dr Jobe was sent to investigate the 
case. The physician reported the case 
as suspicious, and later on Dr. Garvin 
saw the patient and classed him as sus- 
picious, more particularly as the man 
stated that he had been working at 
the Pantheon stables. The physicians 
say that developments by this inorn- 
ng will reveal positively whether it is 
a case of plague or not. 


Nine guards were taken to the prem- 


ses by E. R. Hendry of 
President 


iVood's office, 
who surrounded 
the 


building and its numerous back en- 
rances and managed to corral some 
eighty of the Inmates. As soon as the

Disposition of Pantheon Stables. 
Inasmuch ae the Board had decided 


at Sunday's sebbiou to merely fumi- 
gate the Pantheon stables and arrange 
a new system of drainage for the stalls 
and catch basins ab a result of the first 
two deaths by plague supposed tojaave 
originated in tho stables, the Board 
will now be enabled to use more 
drastic measures in ridding the block 
of the dangerous structure. It is un- 
derstood that the last lease of the 
property expired on January 31 
The 


structure mainly consists of a series 
of heavy timbers for the walls upon 
which Las been laid a corrugated Iron 
roof. 


A .visit yesterday morning to 
the 


premises in rear of the stables disclos- 
ed the same ramshackly series of lean- 
tos and sheds ae were generally found 
all through the Chinatown district, 
which were considered so dangerous to 
safety and public health. A thorough 
examination of the premises revealed 
no costly structures, and nothing which 
could be considered in the light of any- 
thing but "shacks." The front 
en- 


trance to the stables was zealously 
guarded by a health guard, but an en- 
trance just makai of the Uncle Sam 
restaurant on Fort street was unguard- 
ed, allowing free Ingress to the stables 
at that point. 


Board of Health Meeting. 


Yesterday's session was attended by 


President Wood, George W. Smith, At- 
torney-General Cooper, Dr. Day, F. M. 
Hatch, F. J. Lowrey and Dr. Emerson. 


The President read a communication 


relative to steamer Kaena which has 
been used by the Board of Health in 
towing its garbage scows out to sea, 
The owners of the vessel rendered a 
bill for 23% days work at $60 per day, 
making a total amount of J1412 for 
the month of January. 
President 


Wood said when the vessel was char- 
tered, it was understood that it would 
be considerably less than $100 a day. 
A suggestion was made that the Board 
would -do better by buying a steamer 
outright than to pay such a high ren- 
tal, as under such circumstances the 
disposal of garbage at sea would be a 
large Item of expense if the plague con- 
ditions continued Indefinitely. Outside 
of the steamer Kaena, the only other 
vessel available was the 
gasoline 


schooner Malolo. Mr. Hatch thought 
the government should own a steamer, 
as there was sufficient work In the 
health department to make use of it 
continually. It was explained that the 
fttg Elen is engaged In olhar .work most 
of the- time, and would seldom be at 
the service of the Board. 


Board Visits Kewalo. 


At 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon the 


Board, consisting of President Wood, 
George W. Smith, Attorney 
General 


Cooper, Dr Day, F M Hatch and F 
J. Lowrey, accompanied by Surveyor 
W. E. Wall and an Advertiser reporter, 
made a thorough inspection of Kewalo 
district, upon which an exhaustive re- 
port had been rendered on January 
l&th by W. E. Wall, Ernest Wodenouse 
and F. B. Edwards. 


Driving down Punchbowl street to 


a point opposite the Government coal- 
yard, the Board alighted and Inspected 
two large ponds, one of which is stag- 
nant, filled with green scum, rushes 
and an accumulation of garbage, which 
permeated the air with a eour odor, 
almost sickening. The other was not 
so foul, but was In the second stage of 
decay. The rear portions of the houses 
facing on Punchbowl street were erect- 
ed over these slimy sloughs, very lit- 
tle of the 
backyards 
being hard 


ground. Little children playing upon 
the small portions of hard ground were 
hardlv able to avoid the elime. All

J. Weir Robertson, an American em- 


ploye of Waterhouse & Co., was taken 
to the pest hospital at 10 o'clock last 
night. Dr. Wood pronounced his a case 
•of plague. 


At 3:30 p. m. the physician in charge 


of Mr, Robertson sent a message to the 
Health Department that he considered 
his patient a suspicious case, and Dr. 
Wood personally responded to the call. 
.Mr. Robertson was in a semi-delirious 
-condition, his temperature registering 
104^. A well-developed bubo was 
found in the right groin, and 
other 


symptoms such as vomiting and head- 
ache formed the basis of Dr. Wood's 
announcement of plague, 'me patient 
-•was accompanied to the pest hospital 
by Dr. Wood, who remained with him 
until nearly midnight. 


The latest victim 
lived in a four- 


room cottage in the rear of Clarence 
•Crabbe s residence on Nuuanu street, 
Jjetween Vineyard and School streets. 
A lane leads from the street to the in- 
terior of the block. With the patient 
at the time of his removal was his 
14-ypa;-old daughter and a nurse, who 
lias been attending him since Thurs- 
day. Both will be sent to Kalihi camp 
-today. 


The plague serum, which was turned 


over to the Board of Health yesterday 
Ay Dr. Carmichael of the Marine Hos- 
pital Service, was used in this case for 
the S.I&L time on a plague patient in 
Hawaii 
The two doses were adminis- 


tered in the presence of Drs. Wood and 
Day, by Dr. Garvln. Said the latter: 
"I injected two bottles of the Pasteur 
.anti-pestique serum, or 
forty cubic 


-centimeters in all, two doses, into the 
man's back beneath 
the shoulder 


blades. It was a fortunate thing the 
serum arrived today, as we will be able 
.to give it a fair trial. Mr. Robertson 
will be watched carefully through the 
nigln, his temperature taken 
every 


.hour, and every symptom observed to 
watch the effect." 


Mr. Fred. Waterhouse was seen last 


night, and spoke of Mr. Robertson 
faaving met with an accident on Tues- 
day last, which he thought may have 
•caused the present sickness of the pa- 
tient. "On Tuesday 
Mr. Robertson 


went upstairs In the store," said Mr. 
Waterhouse, "to get a large box of can- 
^y. In tipping the box over from its 
-elevated position he tripped backwards 
•over a bag of coffee, and the box, 
•weighing fully 100 pounds, fell direct- 
ly upon his abdomen. The next morn- 
ing he said he felt sore, that was all. 
'That evening he complained of being 
ill and he was sent home. Mr. Robert- 
son has been In this city for more than 
twenty years and has been, with the 
Waterhouse stores for nearly eighteen 
years. If he has the plague, It is a 
^ystery to me how he caught It, for 
ne always stayed at home In the even- 


Armstrong Smith, who went into 


•quarantine yesterday morning, once 
more volunteered his services when he 
learned of the new case of plague, and 
IB now again on duty In the pest'hos- 
pital.

Bats are Dangerous. 


Dr. Day stated yesterday with refer- 


ence to rats and the Infection which 
they spread around a community: 
"There 'is more evidence In connect- 
ing plague cases with rats than from 
any other source of infection. That Is 
consistent with the experience they 
have had In other countries on the 
very same subject. The article pub- 
lished In the Advertiser today by Dr. 
Manson of London upon the subject 
of rats and bow they carry the plague 
infection shows evidence of the danger 
of allowing the pest to remain here. I 
thliLK it would be well to encourage 
people of this city to catch all the rate 
they can. If w.e have to raise the bonus 
on them. If we could catch five Wfilx 
•thousand rats and have them destroy- 
ed that would be getting at tne bot- 
tom of the jnatter. If the people han- 
dle them cautiously it would be all 
right. If they could be made to un- 
derstand that they are dangerous to 
tha touch, and yet catch and destroy 
them, the city would be much the bet- 
ter off for It."

Bishop Estate's Slimy Sinks. 


Many of the plaoes pointed out by 


Mr. Wall, who conducted the Board 
through the almost endless mass of 
sloughs, ponds and quagmires, are the 
property of the Bishop Estate, and are 
in the most deplorable condition. Their 
land Is composed for the most part 
of marshes filled with disease breeding 
filth. 
On the edges of many such 


places small cottages have been erect- 
ed, hardly higher than the marsh it- 
self, the yard being filled with water 
at every rain. No earth closets can be 
dug on the premises, for, as a general 
thing, water is encountered three and 
four inches below the surface. 


It was generally believed that much 


of the sickness which accompanies the 
so-called "south wind" is due to tha 
foul odors which are blown back from 
the Kewalo sinks. 
Everywhere was

' lowed alongside the wharf. She re- 
mained 
in the stream 
continuously 


from the time of her entering the har- 
bor until she left. She discharged 144 
tons of cargo into lighters alongside 


. And took on board 250 tons of coal, also 


from lighters alongside (coal is an ar- 
ticle exempt from quarantine provis- 


-. ions). 
The 
discharge of cargo and 
-loading of coal upon and from lighters 


liaving been done by the ship's crew 
Alone, none of whom came in contact 
With any person from the shore. For- 
ty-three cabin and thirty-eight steer- 
age passengers were disembarked in 
lighters; no packages, papers or letters 
were taken on board of any kind, with 
tfce exception only of the regular malls 
for Samoa. New Zealand and the Aus- 
tralian colonies, which had been thor- 
oughly fumigated 
at the Honolulu 


postoffice, a certificate for which was 
produced to the President. Another 
certificate was also shown stating that 
from the time the Mariposa arrived off 
the port of Honolulu 
until 
she left 


again she had been in charge of a spe- 
. V agent of the Board of Health, who 


allowed no other communication with 
the ship except as above stated. Under 
these circumstances the President did 
not hesitate to give, with the sanction 


• of the Health Officer, permission 
to 


land all the San Francisco cargo, with 
the one restriction: 
that the crew 


should not come in contact with

shore laborers. 
The mails were also 


landed, but before delivery were thor- 
•aughly re-fumigated In the hospital at 


. Spgi. The President, Dr. Funk and the 


pilot, as well as two passengers from 
San Francisco, wpre also fumigated. 
There is not the slightest suspicion of 
any danger of contagion. 


Health Authorities Act. 


The following official order has been 


. issued by the President of the Munici- 


pal Council at Apia: 


According to an official information 


from Honolulu, bubonic plague made 
its appearance there on Dec. ]2th and 
up to Jan 2d twelve deaths have oc- 
curred therefrom, of which the last

By the power vested in me by Sec- 


tion 20 of the Quarantine Ordinance, 
1891, I hereby order and declare the 
port of Honolulu to be an infected port. 


All native boats 
and

All boats, lighters and other craft be- 


longing to Europeans, as well as boats 
carrying the Samoan mails are allowed 
to communicate with said vessels only 
fiy special permission of the President, 
Which permission will be granted only 
after the Health Officer has admitted 
the vessel to pratique.

the Abarenda tomorrow, December 7th, 
but shall return to Pago-Pago in a 
few weeks to complete the work on the 
wharf and buildings now being erected 
here.

The U. S. S. Abarenda left Pago-Pa- 
go harbor on Tuesday afternoon at 5 
o'clock for Auckland, where she goes 
for some material which is required 
•by the contractor here; she will also 
go into dock in Auckland. There was 
a large muster of girls from the differ- 
ent villages to see them off and "Tofa 
mai Feleni" could be heard all over 
the bay. The natives here are in preat 
glee that America has taken over the 
Island instead of 
Germany. 
I may 


mention that the Abarenrta has buoyed 
•Whale rock and Grumpus rock, two 


wreaths of flowers, were marching 
:hrough 
the town to Mulinuu. The 


andlng corps went into position in 
'ront of the monument, their backs be- 
ng turned to the harbor; all the offi- 
cers not belonging to the landing corps,

At 
he time when Germans of Apia were 
arrying the coffins of the dead to their 
ast resting place, here I was standing 
t. the very same spot as at present to 
ay the prayer in lieu of an evangelic 
parson and to solicit the benediction of 
the Almighty God for the dead braves. 
Now, when the joyful news about Sa- 
moa has reached us. fate favors me 
again to stand at these graves and to 
pray to the Lord that He may lead 
kindly and benevolently the fate "of our 
dear Fatherland. J was a hard fight 
in vrhich our brothers were sacrificing 
•neir life's blood. 
In landing behind 


Matautaii the crew of the "Olga" were 
finM at by the enemy at dark of night. 
Bravely advanced our men to carry 
out their order to Join the landed crews 
of the "Arilor" and the "liber." Amidst 
continuous fighting all round the dead 
and wounded had to be carried the long 
way to the Yaiiele plantation, not to 
leave them in the hands of the enemy.

Way From Paris. 


Serum,for plague patiems and proph- 


ylactic serum for those who liavt bt-en 
exposed to the plague ha\ 
Honolulu. The first lot of the valuulilo 
remedy came from the Surgeon Gener- 
al of the Marine Hospital Service at 
Washington, D. C., consigned to 
Dr. 


Carmichael, surgeon of that branch of 
service on duty in Honolulu. He re- 
ceived by the Moana 100 vials of the 
Pasteur serum, or anti-plague scrum, 
which is intended for persons already 
attacked by the bacilli. Also 1,000 &mall 
vials, each containing a single dose of 
the prophylactic, were received to be 
given to those persons who have been 
only exposed to plague. 


The Board regretted their inability 


to obtain the serum at an earlier date 
in order 
that 
its 
active principles 


could have been tested and the remedy 
given a fair trial while the epidemic 
was in full sway. However, there is 
a large quantity of it on hand, which 
can be made use of in the future should 
there be a recurrence of the disease. 
Instructions accompanied the consign- 
ment of toxines and are as follows: 


Haffkine's Prophylactic. 


This fluid is purely prophylactic in 


character: is in no sense curative and 
should not be confounded with anti- 
pest serum. 


It should not be used on those al- 


ready exposed 
to the 
infection of 


plague, but its employment should be 
limited to the immunization of persons 
or communities threatened with the 
disease. 


The prophylactic 
is a toxin, and 


should an individual treated with it 
contract the disease prior to the pro- 
duction of its anti-toxic 
effects 
he 


would probably euccumb. In a week 
or ten days after Its use this anti-toxic 
effect is produced and renders him im- 
mune to; the disease. The immunity 
thus conferred lasts an undetermined 
time, probably several 
months, and 


may be increased by a second or third 
treatment. The inoc«4ation is followed 
by a reaction. 


Each vial contains 1 c. c., or one dose. 
The fluid is turbid, and should be 


shaken to break up shreds or clumps 
which might occlude the needle of the 
syringe. It should be kept in a cool 
and dark place. 
,.. 


The fluid should be injected hypo- 


dermaticaUy into the loose, connective 
tissue of the back, arm or other con- 
venient regions, and 
wifh the usual 


precautions employed in'such opera- 
tions, as sterilizing the area by some 
antiseptic solution and by boiling the 
syringe. 


In view of the importance of the sub- 


ject, the Marine Hospital Service re- 
quests that you report the effect of the 
prophylactic to, the Director of 
the 


Hygienic Laboratory

States Marine Hospital Service, Wash- 
ington, D. C.

freight to be landed at the place from 
which it originally came, on th 
ground that it was dangerous stuff am 
never should have been handled am 
shipped at all. The chickens that cam 
home to roost looked much sicker than 
the chickens that left at dawn. We dar 
say the whole system of quarantine 
and of intercourse between the Islands 
as looked after at Honolulu, has been 
ot the slipshod fashion, that would 
have caused the hands of Honolulu t 
be raised in horror had the plague ex 
isted at some other point and that city 
been the objective point of vessels sen 
out with goods and passengers from 
such infected point. 


As far as we in Hllo are concerned 


we wake up every morning with a dlf 
ferent idea of what is and what is no 
required In the way of quarantine. This 
is probably caused by the revolution 
of the earth upon its axis. One day 
we consider It dangerous to even allow 
a vesefil from Honolulu to appear above 
the horizon. 
The next day we are 


willing to receive almost anything, ex- 
cept letters sealed with sputum, first- 
class passengers and George Beckley 
The third morning we arise with the 
Idea that rice and cast-iron Is all right 
but blue denims and cement are the 
certain lurking-places of evil. Proba- 
bly so many changes of front tangle up 
the microbe eo that he flops arounc 
helplessly In space, and his right hand 
knoweth not what his left band is up 
to. Now if the Honolulultes don't look 
upon Mr. Loebenstein as a source oi 
danger, political and mlcrobic, and 
«ast him into durance vile on quaran- 
tineJsland, we may expect that he will 
straighten out all these knots and ar- 
range matters satisfactorily for ue, for 
Honolulu, and for the bacillus, eo that 
each may go his way with a mens sana 
in corpore sano. 


Home Industries. 


The Herald says: The absence of es- 


tablishments in Hawaii for utilizing 
wild-growing marketable articles is 
the wonder of strangers. 
This Isl- 


and, better than any other, perhaps, of- 
fers inducements to capitalists 
who 


would start a cannery for putting up 
fruits; 
guavas, pineapples, 
oranges 


and limes grow in abundance and 
without unusual care, and the guavas 
go almost entirely to waste. It is ad- 
mitted that guava jelly made here is 
superior in every way to the Italian 
article, and yet no organized effort has 
been made to produce It in quantities 
for the market Pineapples grow in 
abundance and of a flavor that is un- 
excelled; Puna and Kona grow oranges 
and limes that will find a market at 
any time, but the local demand does 
not warrant marketing them. Any of 
these fruits may be canned to advan- 
tage and shipped to the Mainland at 
a profit—once a cannery Is established. 
Hawaiian-made castor oil, from castor 
beans which grow wild, is now on the 
market 
C. H. Koelling, who adver- 


tises for castor oil beans, has establish- 
ed a plant on Oahu that is destined to 
utilize all the beans grown on the 
group, at the same time putting it in 
they way of persons to 
make money 


gathering the beans. Mr. Koelling is 
the starter in one of the many new 
industries that will be developed with- 
in the next few years. 


The Pathfinder's Trip. 


The Herald says:

the trip of the Pathfinder to Hilo is 
by direction of President McKinley 
upon the advice of Senator Clarence 
Clark of Wyoming. It will be remem- 
bered that Senator Clark made two 
visits to the Islands last year and on 
both occasions came to Hawaii.

Honolulu has always aimed to paint 
Hilo in the blackest colors of the navi- 
gator in her own harbor, and it is only 
In contingencies like this that we can 
hope to counteract these falsehoods. 


A Former Drouth. 


The Tribune says: The 'citizens of 


long standing are beginning to recall 
ancient history to determine when the 
la?t time was that it quit raiding in 
Hilo and didn't seem 
commence again.

Kamaaina can make out it was in the 
winter of 1871-72 that pillars of dust 
occupied the principal Hilo streets to 
the exclusion of all other traffic. The 
heavens' went in the dry dock along in 
October and consistently stuck to it 
until March. Then the clouds went on 
a grand spree whica lasted the rest of 
the year, and the survival of the fittest 
so far as the inhabitants was concern- 
ed was brought down to a swimming 
basis. Rain in Oiaa is supposed to have 
originated at that time and never io 
have stopped since until the present 
drought. Government 
records show 


that at that period the inhabitants of 
Hilo petitioned Honolulu for a water- 
ing cart, a deputation of suppliants 
being sent down with samples of Hilo 
dust. They were received with derision 
and 
thrown into & lunatic asylum, 


charged with having water on the 
aiiCand the government chemist an- 
alyzed the alleged dust and proclaimed 
it machine dried mud. 


Wader's Agency. 


The Tribune 
says: 
Commodore 


George Beckley having been allowed 
to tread the sacred soil of Hilo pro- 
joses to set up a general agency of the 
Wilder S. S. Co. in the presence of 
his enemies and conduct business as 
of yore, only more so. He is not at all 
embarrassed over the indignation of 
the common herd, and though he will 
not lie awake nights seeking to make 
Hilo happy, nor make 
free gifts of 


steamers to bring in mail languishing 
at Mahukona, yet he is arranging to 
keep as many steamers as possible em-

come here. 


On the 17th the steward of the Cyrus 


Wakefleld while emptying a bucket of 
galley slops over the side of the ves- 
sel fell overboard and was drowned. 
The man was not seen after he went 
overboard 
A boat was lowered and a 


careful search made but without suc- 
cess. 


The Iwalani, from Hawaii, reports 


no rain and very good weather in the 
Kona and Kau districts, H. A. Co. was 
not grinding on account of the dry 
weather and Naalehu was grinding for 
a few days to clear a field that caught 
fire. 


The bark Olympic, which is bound 


from New Tork to San Francisco, has 
two distinguishing features, the first 
being that she is the only four-masted 
wooden bark afloat, and secondly she 
can go to sea and sail without a pound 
of ballast in her hold. The Olympic 
was recently sold to Williams, Dimond 
& Co , and her cargo consists of 2,000 
tons of rails, also structural iron, oil 
and general merchandise. 


There was a tie-up of steamers at 


Hllo last week. The Kaiulanl which 
took the crew over there that came 
down from the Coast In her has been 
refused the right to discharge her men

as necessaries, and the Chinese New 
Year festivities have been somewhat 
limited in consequence. But there has 
been no lack of substantial viands such 
as beef, pig, milk, flour and rice, so 
that no one has much "kick" coming. 


The Kona honresteadere have In- 


creased 
their prices somewhat, but 


even they have not taken any undue 
advantages. 
Thus the situation has 


been, and Is, comparatively easy. Yet 
every one will be glad when the end 
comes, and most people will value the 
connection with Honolulu at a higher 
rate than they were Inclined to do be- 
fore Isolation opened their eyes. 


We have had perhaps one Inch of 


rain during the past few days, but we 
need a great deal more and all over 
the Island the cry Is of the same pur- 
port. The grinding season is now in 
full swing, running day and night, and 
a bumper crop Is in sight.

Novel Big. 


Lvmg at a South street 
wharf," 


says the New York Sun, "is a big four- 
masted British ship with a peculiarity 
in its rig that attracts attention; this 
being found in the jigger mast and the 
sails covering upon it 
Ordinarily, on 


a four-masted ship, as on a bark, the 
after mast Is in two parts, a lower mast 
and a topmast; and there are carried 
upon it two fore-and-aft sails, a spank- 
pr and a gaff topsail, these two sails 
be'ng like the mainsail and gaff top- 
sail of a schooner. The jigger mast 
Of the ship here referred to is in three 
parts a lower mast, a topmast, and a 
topgallant mast, the mast being thus 
divided just as the other three masts 
are, into three parts instead- of two 
This in itse f is hufficiently unusual to 
attract attention, and then upon this 
mast there are carried two gaffs, one 
above the other 
Instead of carrying 


on'y two fore-and-aft sails on this mast 
a spanker with a gaff topsail above it 
-.he carried thn e, a spanker in the usu- 
al form, another sail of precisely the 
same form but a little smaller, abo^e 
that, this sail being called the gaff 
topsail, while above the upper gaff she 
carries a three cornered sail, an tipper 
gaff topsail, like the ordinary gaff top- 
sail, so that the sails carried on
